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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed 28 February 2005 with respect to the restriction 
dated 31 January 2005 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous 
restriction has been withdrawn. An improper restriction was made in the previous action 
and a new proper restriction is listed below. 

Furthermore, the previous action maintained that the encoder with a spreading 
means was a special technical feature. This has been withdrawn in view of new prior 
art. IBM (IBM Systems Journal, Vol 35, Nos. 3 & 4) discloses an encoder for outputting 
a spread signal (page 327 figure 14). Therefore, in light of the new art, this is no longer 
a special technical feature related to all groups.
